The Black Union of Essex County College is an organized body of Black people 
attending Essex County College. The Black Union is not responsible to anyone except 
the Black Péople of Essex County College. The goal of the Black Union is to aid in the 
unity, education, defense and liberation of African People where ever we are, The 
immediate objectives of the Black Union are to unify, educate and defend the Black 


community of ECC; to deal with the everyday needs and problems of the community. 


The Black Union of ECC is an independant organization within the school, while for

the purposes of Black Unity, it is aligned with Black organizations whose purpose 


is the national organizing of Black Students’ Unions, The Black Union will study 


events in Essex County College and will take a position on issues involving Black 
People, ‘The Black Union will study the existing policies within Essex County College 


and will make recomendations for new policies, The Black Union will present proposals 


to the Student Government, the College-wide Council, the Board of Trustees, the 
President, and the appropriate Deans, Division heads and Department heads while at 
the same time acting as a watchdog for the Black Community in keeping an eye on the 
policies and recommendations and the issues surrounding ECC, The Black Union will 
attempt to use "normal channels of grievance", but realizing that we cannot look 
to our oppressor to deal in any way with the nature of our oppression, the Black 
Union will use any means necessary to achieve our objectives, The members of the 
Black Union must be available to and will be expected to perform all tasks and do 
any work that is necessary, 

Membership in the Black Union shall be open to all people of African descent 
at Essex County College. Members of the Union are required to conduct themselves while 
while in the school in such a manner as will reflect Black respect for one another 
and African people generally, Members are expected to demonstrate their serious 
Purpose and interest in liberation, by the liberation of their minds,
